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1 . In view of both US-A-4 827 003 (Document D1 ) and US-A-5 225 278 (Document 
D2) presently claimed subject-matter is new since neither D1 nor D2 disclose 
amino compound (I) described in present claim 1 . 

2. An inventive step can be recognised since the capsule shell made from amino 
compound (I) overcomes any toxicity found in the usual melamine-formaldehyde 
shell-forming material (description, page 1 , line 35 to page 2, line 2. This is not 
obvious in view of either D1 or D2. 

3. Presently claimed subject-matter finds industrial applicability. 

4. Present claims 1-13 are considered to fulfill the requirements of Article 33(2)-(4) 
PCT. 
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
